_by the Beacon. More than 100 stu- 
. dents, off campus for religious holi- 
| days, will have a chance to make 
| their donations, which are expected 
‘to send the fund for the new ram’s 
‘traveling and other expenses above 
the $100 mark. 

| First donor was Dr. John Al- 
'bright, head of the physics depart- 
ment. First student donor was 
‘Lindy Hoyle, editor of the Beacon. 
‘Lindy didn’t have a dime, but she 
dropped two nickels in the box. 

| Cheerleaders and Beacon §statt 
‘members officiated at the collec- 
‘tion which was held in connection 
'with the Student Union program. 
| President Woodward outlined the 
‘campus of the future,” and mem- 
bers of the student committee of 
the war memorial fund campaiga 
explained the part the undergrad- 
uates are taking in the enterprise. 

“Rhody Night” will be held May 
fs at Rhodes dance pavilion in 
Edgewood, and Yo Santulli was 
named campus chairman of a com- 
mittee to search out student talent 
for the performance that night. Dr. 
Woodward reported that the 
Brown-Rhode Island benefit bas- 
ketball game at the R. I. Auditor- 
ium netted more than $8500 for the 
fund, and John Schroeder said the 
student goal in the drive would be 
$15,000. 

A feature of the assembly pro- 
gram was the presentation to the 
college of the mounted head of 
Rhody the Third, the purebred 
Dorset ram which served as college 
mascot for the last ten years. 
Rhody died two months ago, and 
Connecticut University’s newspa- 
per, the “Campus,” undertook a 
campaign to raise $100 to buy 
“Rhody the Fourth.” The current 
issue of the Campus reports on the 
progress of the Uconn drive as fo!- 
lows:
